-Apparont- 
Jy the French have keen apprised of their 
intentions, and taking time. by tho forelock 
have made scveral sorties, and on each. oc- 
casion havo inflicted. severe punishinent 
upon the Chinese. . Tin Ming Chuang has 
himaelf admitted that, “without, exception, 
the last sortie was the sevorest repulse they 
have yet experienced. The French appa- 
rently havo made no advance, as they on 
each occasion retired falling back on Kelung 
again, . ‘ 
March 8th.—Additional news this morn- 
ing,~that the French are directing their 
| attack on Wang Wang hill, s high eminence 
that commands the whole vicinity, and ¢s- 
pecially the Kolung passes.. The Chincee 
put great stress on this hill and have thrown 
up lines alf round it, and ig thieir ideait is 
porfeetly iinpreguable. 

Tn the evoning ‘Hews came to hand that 
the French at daylightattacked Wang Wang, 
aud succeeded in taking it. Chinese son- 
trica wore all asleep when the French fire 
rained in on top of them ; then it was ecreve 
qué pent ; the French playing: upori them 
with mitraillouso and rifle, causing great 
alaughter ; 1,000 Chinese killed, number of 
woundéd unknown. ‘Tho. French. set the 
town of Wang Wang on fire with roekets., 
Hundreds of tho conntry people aro flock- 
ing into Ranea. | ‘The Colonel of the native 
militin haa been beheaded for running awiy, 
and setting such an example fo his troops. 
The Chineso tiave retreated to Lohtow, a 
small village about 7 li from Wang Wang.

Chan Asze and the informer were present. 
Witness said nothing to prisoner sbout the 
Government proclamation concerning 4 
freo pardon and reward. | Prisoner said ‘it 
was nut me, it was Apiu and Apun.’. Wit- 
neces cautioned’ him through the Chinese 
constable that. anything he. said might be 
used against him.

‘When E came out of grol the last 
time, T met n man named Apui. _ He in- 
vited me to his. house, and gave.me some- 
food.

‘They then threw sore bags on the old man, 
I got frightened and-ran away. Next day, 
T went to Kowloon, and walked to Tuug- 
kun. 
Kowloon. I saw Apiu take from the shelf 
a piece of redcloth. I don't know whother 
ho tovk it away witli him or not ; if not, he 
did not steal anything. havo heard Apiu is 
in gaol.’

KING THEEBAW’S TREATY WITH 
FRANCE 


Tt is.pretty cortain now that tho latsses 
feire policy. which has charactorized the 
dealings of cur Government, under the pro- 
sent Liberal regime, with. that of Upper 
Burma, will continue tu be‘puraned to the 
detriment of British interests, and that not 
until it-i8 too Jate will they porceive'the 
fatal error of which they have been guilty. 
The particulars of the so-called Commmerciul 
treaty eutored into-between tho Burmese 
and. French Governments, givcn in the 
‘Mandalay letter, published in our Friday's 
439810, have been fai ly confiemed by a Bur- 
‘Tman -imder- who was presont in the palace 
when the ministers were explainizg to King 
Theebaw the terms of the treaty. The rea- 
son assigned for the cession of the frontier 
district of or near Ehyineyongyee, to the 
Fronch, was that the latter could only then 
be in a position to effect the importation of 
arms and: aminunition inte | the «country. 
A pieco of ground was.to bo granted in per- 
petuity to the French Guyernment for the 
establishment of « Consulate, and the work- 
ing of the raby mines, a royal monopoly 
which had beon hithorto religiously guard- 
ed by former kings of Burma, has been or 
was to be given to certain French concer- 
sionnires. for 3 years for a sum of either 34 
or 44 lakhs of rupees. Of course. thero 
were other clanses, bnt what we ure con- 
cerned with are only these, avhich pretty 
well indicate the insidious wature of the 
compact and the danger to British interests 
commorcially a3 well na politically. ‘The 
very fact that a. ling of Burma ja so an- 
xious for the Fronch allianco that he is 
even willing to part with territory which 
forms part of his iuhoritanco shows. the 
importance he uttacles to the carrying 
through of his, let us say, commercial re- 
Jations with the French. Our Governmont 
might havo asked long enongh for any por- 
tion of Burmese territory without much 
suceessy.

any British commercial aspirations for tap- 
ping Yunan, We may secure the trade of 
Siam up to its northtrn- limits. supposing 
that the proposed railway is ever completed, 
but Fronch finesse has acquired for Tonquin 
the munopely of the Western China trade 
in’the future. _ We cannot but adnitre the 
skill and the-case *with whichthe French 
have ‘lost the ‘game. because they have a 
Government with coursge whilst we are 
hampered by .a timorous - Governmont, 
which is haunted with an- insane, un-leng- 
liskr terror of increased responsibilities.” We 
all know-how. infectious is fear, and it ia 
not therefore surprising that the fecling is 
shared by others thon thosa standing on 
the top rung of the official ladder in Down- 
ing Street. Officers who can calmly stand 
by and-sea tho. most atrocious massacres 
cominitted within their view by “9 savage 
Government cannot be expected to. feel 
much indignation when they find their own 
officers driven out of Manaalay aud ‘their 
Government flouted, insulted and set at de- 
fiance by the same set of savages.
